Prevent Reinforcements 
Reaching Beleaguered 
Fascists —Greeks 
Advance 


Athens, Noy. 28, (AP) — The 
Greek drive into Albania was re- 
ported early today moving forward 
on all fronts with Italian efforts 
to check the advance thwarted 
partly by British aircraft. 

On the southern front stubborn 
Italian resistance was sald to have 
been broken after a hard battle of 
four days and four nights and dis- 
patches reported the Greeks push- 
ing rapidly forward again. 

In the northern and central sec- 
tors, progress also was reported 
with British air forces alding Greek 
ground forces to prevent Fascist re- 
inforcements from reaching the 
front. 

Centre of this action was Pogra- 
detz, Albanian town about 20 miles 
north of Fallen Korltza, where a 
government spokesman sald the 
Greeks encountered and crushed 
“systematically fortified’ positions, 
Greek advance guards previously 
had been reported at the edge of 
the town.

It was the second 
heayy attack on Cologne in as 
many nights. 

28 (CP)—“A heavy 
and successful’ overnight bombing 
raid on Cologhe was announced to- 
lay by) tae alr ministry while Next 
night Miers centred thelr attacks on 
London and a southwest English 
town which censorship left name-

A joint communique of the air 
and home security ministries dis- 
closed casualties were few and dam-

Tt was announced unofficially 
that the southwest town had “bare- 
ly any scars and only two minor 
casiinlties. 

Between 150 and 200 German 
planes participated in the raid, it 
Was estimated, 

German or Italian planes were 
reported near East Anglin this

Seyeral small groups of raiders 
crossed the Kent coast at great 
Height. Anti-alreraft fire broke up

Budapest, Noy, 28 (AP).—Ruman- 
fan Premier Gen. Ion Antonescu 
struggled today to check possible 
anarchy in his new «Iron Guard 
state as self-appointed execution 
squads of green-shirted Guardists 
were reported threatening the lives 
of every politica] enemy in Ru- 
mania. 

The outburst of vengeance in 
which at least 64 Rumanians met 
jylolent death yesterday, including 
generals and cabinet ministers un- 
der former King Carol, was sald to 
have touched off a virtual relgn of 
terror.

‘RED PAPER’ TELLS 
OF COMMUNISTIC 
PROGRAM IN U.S,

doctrinarian statements which the 
committee attributed to Communist 
leaders over the last two decades. 

Both “red” and “white” papers, as 
‘well as other operations of the com- 
mittee, probably will be discussed 
thoroughly tomorrow, informed 
sources sald, at a White House con- 
ference to which Mr. Roosevelt un- 
expectedly summoned Dies from his 
Orange, Texas, home. 

‘The invitation went forward al- 
most simultaneously with o telegram 
in which the president asked the en- 
tire Dies committee yesterday not to 
“defeat the ends of Justice” in its 
campaign against subversive activi- 
fles by premature disclosure of 
“facts or of suppositions’ or by 
hasty seizure of evidence. 

For many months, Dies has been 
Urging government agencles to pro- 
ceed ogainst those the Texan has 
termed: “Known Communists!’ and 
“known radicals,” The agencies have 
replied that they needed concrete 
oyidence—admissable in any, court— 
of legal guilt and that the commit- 
tee might destroy a secret investiga- 
tion by publication of leading Infor- 
mation. 

‘The president's telegram sought to 
distinguish between the work of a 
legislative committee and that of an 
executive branch of the government. 
Remarking that administrative dut- 
jes in regard to illegal acttitles “lie 
in the executive branch of the goy- 
ernment” rather than the legislat- 
ive, Mr. Roosevelt told Dies: 

“As coon as this distinction Is 
clearly recognized, there {s no reason 
why there should not be complete 
harmony between your committee 
and the execulive branch of the 
government.”

OSHAWA AIRPORT

Ltd,, also of Windsor, and the 
cost of these will be between 
$200,000 and $250,000. 

In Full Swing In Week 
Both companies have crews on 
the ground now and expect to 
reach thelr full stride of constmic- 
tlon activity next week. The Fuller 
Construction Company, whose actiy- 
ities at the local afrport develop- 
ment are being personally supe 
yised by Mr. Fuller, has been busy 
at the airport for two weks, mov- 
ing jn their first equipment on No- 
vember 12. The Sterling Construc- 
tlon Co., began their operations 
only on Tuesday when the firm's 
general engineer, A. J. Gosselin, ar~ 
rived to take charge. ‘They have 
erected a small building which will 
serve as their administrative office 
and expect to get into active bulld- 
ing operations next Monday. 
‘The Fuller firm will have about 
50 men working for them, over 40 
Oshawa and district residents. They 
will Iay 2,600 feet of watermain, 5.- 
000 feet of sewers, erect 340 rods of 
wire fence, build half a mile or 
more of rondway in addition to 
building a pumping station, doing 
some grading and placing drainage 
tiles on the field. Most of the ditch- 
ing is being done by a ditching ma- 
chine but there ts still a great yol- 
ume of pick and shovel work to be? 
done by laborers. 
The Sterling Construction Com- 
pany's work will be the erection of 
12 bulldings, all of them or frame 
construction similar to the various 
military camp illdings erected 
throughout the Dominfon during 
the past summer, except the plane 
hangar. The latter will be fireproof 
of steel and tile constriction and 
the Oshawa hangar will be the first 
building of this fireproof of con- 
struction to be erected In connec- 
tlon with the Commonwealth Air 
‘Training scheme. 

Fireproof Hangar 
‘The hangar will also be the larz- 
est single building on the grounds. 
It Will measure 224 feet by 168 feet 
and will be 32 feet high and wil) 
provide accommodation for 50 to 60 
aeroplanes at one time. It will be 
the most modern of all the Elemen- 
tary Training School hangars, being 
the result of lessons learned in 
earlier buildngs. 
In addition to this the building 
program {ncludes three dormitories 
for the airmen, officers’ quarters, 
mess hal), gerage, stores building, 
recreation hall, guard room and 8 
rifle range. 
Like the hangars the bulldings 
detailed for No, 26 Training Schoo! 
will be better and more modern 
than those built at other afrports 
as lessons gained by experience are 
being incorporated jn these struc- 
tures, They will definitely be larger 
and more commodious than those 
built elsewhere. 
Need 100 Carpenters 

‘The, firm which Is erecting these 
plans to have 100 to 125 men on 
thelr payroll, the bulk of them men 
with carpenter construction experl- 
ence, Men who worked at the 
Camp Borden biullding jobs this 
past summer will probably prove 
{deal for the present job. All local 
men that can be secured will be 
hired, by the firm according to resi- 
dents of the district where the con- 
struction {s taking place. 

‘The extensive proportions of the 
airport undertaking can be visual- 
{zed more clearly ox these various 
phases of the development take 
shape. ‘For {nstance the building 
Program requires 800,000 feat of 
lumber, better than 32 carloads of 
material, to ssy nothing of the 
hardware, concrete, building board, 
shingles and other products needed 
for the structures. 

Both Experienced Firms 

Both the Puller and the Sterling 
firms come to Oshawa with a re- 
cord of previous experience in alr- 
port construction work. The Fuller 
firm held contracts for ground ser- 
vices at the Fingal airport near St 
Thomas and at Windsor while the 
Sterling Constniction Co, did work 
at Fingal, Windsor, Fort William 
and London. The firm installing the 
ground services has set as its goal 
“out of the trenches by Christma: 
while the Sterling Co., plans tohave 
thelr bulldings finished by January 
1. Contract terma specify that the 
bullding be finished by January 15.

“The countries to be visited by 
the Canadian mission still are suf- 
fering greatly from Jack of markets 
and Jack of source of supply,” 
trade official here sald. “They are 
Jooking to North America to supply 
them with goods and to take thelr 
own products.” 

One of the mission's principal 
duties, he snid, would be to deter- 
mino what things Canada could buy 
in the nations to be Visited.
